BALTIMORE, June 19, 1875. 
It is uppermost in my mind, as I take 
my pen to write you this morning, to re- 
joice with youin the revival of religion 
‘mow prevailing tm your city, amd to 
which I have seen repeated allusions in 
Tue Constirvution. Though yours is 
not a sectarian, nor even a religious 


newspaper, in the ordinary acceptation, 
you do well to chronicle events which 


must be so beneficial to the community. | 


Viewed merely as a civil good—a con- 
tribution to the temporal welfare of so 
ciety—true religion is of the highest 
value. I donot mean a religion which 
discharges itself in mere ebullitions of 
feeling, which having ma@@e@ man feel 
happy, considers its great work actom- 
plished. For though religion is attended 
with joyful emotions, ft best proves its 
existence by dinding (as the word imports) 
him who professes it to the performance 
of the duties he owes to God and to man. 
If religion does not make a decent man 
out of a bDlackguard; if it does not re- 
strain the inebriate from his cups; if it 
does not make the lazy industrious, the 
disorderly law abiding, and the irritable 
and the vindictive gentle and forgiving; 
if it does not make the dishonest upright, 
the false truthful and the polluted chaste, 
it is but a profession, a sham, a delusion, 
Tiere may be great claims and great ex- 

stations, but the best test of piety is in 
is results, ‘‘By their ‘fruits ye shall 
know them.” 

On this account it is that any city may 
be congratulated on a revival of genuine 
religion. The fact signifies fewer de- 
faulting clerks and merchants; fewer 
drunkards in the streets; fewer rob 
beries, murders and other crimes, and 
less necessity for an increase of the police 
force to keep the citizens in order. Of 
course, this is taking a comparatively 
low view of the subject, but it is never. 
theless a legitimate view, and one which 
can be appreciated by all those wire 
agree with Washiogton, in considering 
morality and religion the great bulwarks 
of civil order and true progress, 

IN POLITICAL MATTERS 
we have quite a lull at the present time. 


The outlook for the democratic party is 
hopeful, but the = dissensions which 
threatcn its loategrity excite the appre 
hensions of its friends. One grand issue 


in the next Canvass will certainly be the 
currency question. It is no longer popu- 
lar to eulogize the negro and to vitupe- 
rae the rebels. The northern masses 
cannot be persuaded that another seces- 
sion is contemplated by any sane man. 
This trouble hushed, the great question 
the hour is the restoration of the 
couatry to its normal prosperity; and as 
the condition of the currency is vitally 
connected with this problem, the party 
which offers the best ideas on this sub- 
ject, will be apt to carry the day. The 
diftic.lty will be to harmonize the de- 
mocracy on this issue. Ohio has just 
announced her platform and installed 
upon it Governor Allen as her candidate 
for gubernatorial honors. It is out- 
spoken for paper currency continued in- 
definitely. Nobody can complain of its 
ambiguity. In this judgment it is not at 
all probable that the eastern democrats 
will concur. States already wedded to 
democratic principles by overshadowing 
majoritics wili keep in line, though there 
may be a strong element oppused to the 

aper theory. But in Pennsylvania and 
New York, where the situation is doubt- 
ful, an inflation platform might lose these 
‘states to the democracy, if their oppo- 
nents favored an early resumption of 
specie payments. On the other hand the 
democrats might gain something in those 
sections of the country where the infla- 
tionists are in the majority. But it would 
be hard by any western accessions of 
strength to outweigh eastern losses. It 
will require consummate engineering to 
keep the party sulliciently consolidated 
on this vital question to win the presi- 
dential campaign. If I mistake not THE 
CONSTITUTION has becn a supporter of 
the paper theory, and one or both of 
your senators in congréss concur with 
I dissent from youentirely. We 
shall have no substantial commercial 
prosperity until we are doing business 
on a gold basis. One nation cannot 
thrive whilst othcrs with whom it is in 
commerce have a currency worth from 
ten to seventeen or twenty per cent more 
than she uses. I have not the time to 
argue, nor have you the patience to hear 
this question, but the experience of the 
world and the best political economists 


of 


3}(who do but embody such experiences) 


teach us that commercial prosperity de- 
mands as a standard a ee 
stable than currency produced by the 
paper manufacturer and the printing 
presses by order of an impecunious con- 
gress, 

You have noticed, I presume, the 
TERMINATION OF THE GREAT RAILROAD 
WAR, 
which has been raging for some months 
past. The Baltimore and Ohio, under 
the lead of Mr. Garrett, of this city, car- 
ries the day, though the settlement is a 
compromise. Three powerful corpora 
tions undertook to prescribe rates of 
freight and travel, to which Mr. Garrett 
was unwilling to subscribe. They then 
sought by underbidding to drive him 
from the field. But Mr. Garrett paid 
Mr. Scots and the other monsters in 
theirown coin. When it became appa 
rent that the Baltimore and Ohio had 
backbone enough to continue the contest 
indefinitely, the parties after a loss of 
some millions by unremunerative trans 
portation, are glad to shake hands on a 
living basis.

He Will ‘‘Go Straight On.’? No Mat- 
soy Wilat the Iseue of the Trial.

AT THE END OF THE TRIAL. 


Before the next numbey of this ‘paper 
is published, the suit.pf ore 
nst Henry W r will. prob- 
ably have reached its end. At this time 
we shal assume nothing ag to the proba- 
ble action of the jury. From that ques- 


tion, in which interest centers so keehly 
for the Moment,.wWe turn to the broader 
fields in which the issue involved in this 
case is to be at last decided. The full 
and final verdict upon the defendan 
character does not rest with tye twel 
men in the jury box alone, ner with the 
city of Brooklyn, nor with the press of 
the country, nor even with the entire 
people of the country as they are to day. 
It rests with the deliberate judgement of 
the civilized world, rendered in the full, 
clear, cahn light which time sheds upon 
all things, The heats of the present will 
pass away. The mass of conflicting 
testimony, the eloquence of advocates, 
the subtieties of the law, the passions 
and prejudices of men—these, with re- 
ceding months and years will settle into 
their true place and proportion, Out of 
all this confusion the great significant 
facts will emerge, and the world will 
discern them, and pass judgment upon 
them. And that jury will not disagree. 
History leaves many things in doubt, 
but it passes with unerring certainty 
upon the central characteristics of the 
men who have lived in the sight of the 
whole world. It-will not remain a mat- 
ter of doubt whether the life of Henry 
Ward Beecher has been rotten to the 
core or grounded in sincerity. Men may 
hereafter question how far he was wise, 
how far he feH short in prudence or in- 
sight or in rightly fitting his acts to the 
requirements of circumstonces. But it 
will not always remain an open question 
whether his whole work was a fraud; 
whether a life professedly devoted to the 
holiest ends was at heart inspired by the 
basest selfishness; whether, while seem- 
ing to live for the service of mankind, 
he deliberately wrought utter ruin to the 
helpless, the innocent, the confiding. 
There will be an answer to that, and an 
answer that all will accept. 

Men want justice donc instantly. They 
long for a revelation of the truth before 
which falsehood: shall fall dead, and 
innocence shine clear as the nooonday. 
but God’s justice for the most part works 
more slowly. The Eternal One is patient, 
and teaches something of his patience 
to our eager hearts. ‘*Wait on the Lord,” 
says the Psalmist, ‘‘Wait, | say, on the 
Lord.” And as surely as God, He will 
in Hlis own time render justice—perfect, 
satisfying, all-compensating. 

Whatever the immediate issue of this 
case may be, one thing is certain. The 
defendant will go straight on with that 
work to which he has given his life, and 
from which he has not turned aside under 
the pressure of chee tas months.

GOSSIP OF THE TRIAL 


Specnuiations About the Verdict—Talk 
of Disagreemen —The Brook- 
lyn Support of geecher 
Zeal of the Women. 


(N. Y. Herald.) 

To-day will make the one hundred 
and ninth day of the trial, and the 
eighth of the summing up on the part 
cf Mr. Beach. The plainiiff’s eloquent 
advocate is not likely to finish before 
to-morrow at adjournment, and his clo- 
sing remarks may lead to a reopening 
of the entire case. If there is to be no 
new evidence introdueed, Mr. Beach 
will be apt to imitate the example of 
Mr. Evarts, and prolong the sitting of 
the court until six o’clock to-morrow 
afternoon. The Judge will hardly oc- 
cupy more than three hours, in his 
charge to the jury, which is said to be 
about four full columas in length. A 
hundred copies of it will be printed be- 
fore delivery, and distributed to the 
representatives of the press, whose con- 
venience Judge Neilson has invariably 
studied. Different opinions prevail as 
to the time the jury will occupy in de- 
liberating over the verdict. It is 
thought by some they will take several 
days. to reach a conclusion. Others 
hold that every man of the twelve has 
made up his mind already about the 
case, and that a few hours will suffice 
fur Geliberation. An impression is very 
prevalent that the result will be a disa- 
greement. It is alleged that two or 
three of the jurymen are prenounced 
for Beecher through fhick and thin. 
The strange remarks made by Beach in 
commenting on a part of Mr. Evarts’ 
speech, in which he spoke as if in pos- 
session of occult informatton as to the 
purpose of the jury, gave rise to very 
general talk in the press and outside of 
it. A common remark is heard that the 
Plymouth brethren would willingly 
spend half a million to secure Mr. 
Beecher’s acquittal. It is obvious 
enough what is meant by such an ex- 
penditure. The action of the Brooklyn 
Board of Supervisors in refusing to In- 
erease 

THE JURYMEN’S FEES 

is another matter that still furnishes 
food for criticism. Jt is not supposed 
the jurymen are likely to have their 
consciences influeneéd by this agsion of 
the Supervisors. it would only be a 
matter of a few hundred dollars at best, 
and it is fair to assume each juryman 
holds his oath higher than any conside- 
ration of Such small pecuniary limits. 

Should the jury remain out any time 
Judge Neilson, while waiting for their 
verdict, will proceed to dispose of such 
business as may be in arrerrs on the 
calendar of his court. Mr. Evarts de- 
clared a few days ago that if a verdict 
of guilty be. brought in against his eli- 
ent they will appeal the case the very 
next day; so that we are not to hear 
the end of the scandal with the end of 
the trial. 

THE PARTISAN SPIRIT. 

Perhaps the most remarkable feature 
of this case is the partisanship that has 
been developed during its progress. 
This, of course, is confined in a great 
measure to Brooklyn, Away from the 
City of Churches people look at the 
whole matter with impartial eyes, and 
have no bitter prejudices one way or 
the other; but in Brooklyn the advo- 
cates of the defendant tolerate no sug- 
gestion of his guilt, and exercise a des- 
potism of opinion that nowhere else 
prevails. This is not confined to the 
members of Plymouth church. Quite 
a large number of people outside that 
ark of holiness and salvation, hold that 
Beecher must be championed at all haz- 
ards, whether he be guilty or not. This 
curious feeling springs from an odd idea 
of local pride. Beecher is as much the 
attraction of Brooklyn to strangers as 
Greenwood Cemetéry or Prospect Park. 
The latter costs something to keep in 
repair, but Beeeh@r eosts nothing, while 
he brings a princely income to his 
church. He is more to Brooklyn than 
President Grant is to Long Branch, and 
if he were to “step down and out” to- 
morrow, Brooklyn would feel as if one 
of the chief lights of her existence was 
extinguished. Itis this sentiment which 
draws forth that sympathy for Beecher 
which is intolerant of all accusation 
against him, and is determined to up- 
hold him, come what may. The con- 
sciousness of this fact is what gives Mr. 
Beecher the confident bearing aud the 
cheerful disposition he exhibits. The

REMARKS OF STATE SCHOOL COMMISSIONER 
PROF, ORR, 


Prof Orr being present, Prof. Rockwell 
called upon him to make some remarks. 
He said that he had been kindly invited to 
make a few remarks, but that he bad never 
thought much of a plan for grown up men 
to be heard at an examinatior, and that he 
was glad to see that rule Observed at the 
Walker street school. He had been much 
pleased with what he had seen. 

Prof. Orr stated that he was engaged as 
the superintendent of 125,000 children, 
therefore he coud not give spectal atten- 
tion to any one school. He had notic«d 
what had been done in the second, sixth 
and eighth grades of Walker street school. 
His chiidren at:ended there, and that he did 
ail he cou'd to stimu ate his children. 

Iie must say that, judging from these 
three grades, the schooi was doing a good 
work. Hedid not duubt but that the pub- 
lic schools of AUanta would compare favor- 
ably with sny in the state. He had no iced 
litue dicagreements about the public 
schools, springing up. ‘Lhe city cou d not 
fpend money in a be:ter cause than in pub- 
tic schools, He was in favor of sustaiuing 
the entire system. He congratulated the 
teachers, the board of education, and all 
connected wi'h the public schools, 


Ivy Street Grammar School. 
The exercises at this important division 
of our pubiic schools, opened at nine o’clock 
in ihe mornipg, and continued with only a 
brief intermission for recess. They were 
witnessed by a large number of spectators, 
most the parents and relatives of the schcl- 
ars.  ,ndeed so great was the pressure of 
the guests, that it was no easy matter to 
fiad seats in many of the rooms.
